men oud Romeinsche, van steen gebouwde, ste- 
den,zeer schoon aan de bergen gelegen,en zeer 
volkryk; het vlakke land is zeer vruchtbaar.doch 
de inwoners, ofschoon vlytig, zyn dood arm, 
hetwelk zy aan de drukkende belastingen toe 
achryveo. 
Zy spreken thans overal met groóte 


vreugde van de Napolitahen, diezy anders even 
iterk als de Romeinen haatten. 
Zy vraagden 


my vooral, hoe het ín Duitschland uitzag, en 
beweerden, dat dé Dnitschers reeds gelukkig 
vvaren, daar zy zoo in de wereld konden rond-

Men kan niet ontkennen, dat alle erva- 
ring én kennis, en elzoo het karakier des volks, 
nog eenigzins die der oudheid Zyn ; van daar de 
grootere vaardigheid van begrip omtrent het 
zianelyk edoch Zeeris bet te betreuren bet gebrek 
der beschaving des verstands en des harten, 
Welke alléén door een zuiver christendom mo- 
gelyk is. 
Daar de uittreksels van den Bybel, 


die men hun geeft, hoofdzakelyk slechts dé ze 
deleer behelzen, zoo zyn zy vanden Godsdienst 
èn desZelfs voorwerpen byoa geheel onkundig ; 
Vandaar da meest zinnelyke Strekking van hun 
levea ; van daar de aoodzakelykheid van cene 
openbare verkeering.

zeer afkeerigen indruk, die ook niet verloren 
gaat, wanneer men het nader leert kennen; 
Welk gewoel vah menschen, welk leven, geraas 
en getob! en om wat?

branders, van welke zoo v«el gesproken is, en 
welke de jongste omwenteling hebben bevor 
derd, is de naam van een staatkundig, ver uitge 
breid, geheim genootschap in Italien. dat, zoo 
Ver het bekend gewordenis, het doel had, om alle 
Italiaansche staten ineen bondgenootschap, al» 
republiek of constitutionele monarchie, te ver 
«¡enigen en van vreemden invloed te bavryden. 
Dit genootschap heeftzich reeds voor vele jaren 
gevormd, is aanvankelyk tegen de Fraasche 
beerschappy gerig geweest en is zelfs, naar men 
zegt, door Engeland ondersteund geworden.— 
In het vervolg schynt het doel des genootschap» 
eene andere rigting genomen te hebben. 
Het- 


zelve was vooral in dejaren 1813 en 1814, en 
by Napeleons terugkomst van Elba werkzaam. 
Mural sebeen by zynen togt tegen Lombardyen 
óp hen te rekenen.

During the present week there have been 


many arrivals fiom Coro, each vessel conveying 
a considerable number of ihe inhabitants of that 
place, among whom is the Governor , Don Cor 
rea, several civil and military officers and pri- 
vates, and a few clergymen, computed lo a- 
mount in all 
lo between 4 and 500 persons.— 
From what we have been able to learn of the 
particulars of tbis event, it appears that the in- 
habitants of Coro became exceediagly alarmed 
at the threatened attack upon the place by the 
independent tones in Msracaybo, a part of 
which, had been put in march for that purpose, 
and had reached Paraguana; and no sooner had 
the near approach of the enemy become known 
in Coro than every p-rion in the town prepar 
ed to léate it ; many fled into the interior, and 
others crowded on 
board the shipping with 
whit effects they coold take wilb them, leaving 
only a few of the most indigent inhabitants of 
ihe town to receive the Independents, who en- 
tered it on Wednesday without firing a shot. 
The schooner Attractive, which is the last ves 
sel from tbence, brings accounts that when she 
was leaving the road of Coro on Thursday even- 
ing the Independent dig was flying in La Valle. 
'It is worthy of remark, that since ihe com 


tnencement of the revolution in VenezaH|a, this 
is the first time that Coro has fallen into the 
hands of the Independents, although many at- 
tempts have been made to reduce the place. 


The following are translations from the Ma 


ilif-sto adllresüed to the inhabitants ofVenezuela, 
hy fi-ild marshall Don Miguel ds Is Torre, ge- 
neral in chief of the Expeditionary Army of ibe 
Main, on the continuance of the war, which '-'« 
promised in our last :— 
After 
the ratification 
of the armistice tt 


Truxillo by their excellencies the count ofCar 
tbagena and Don Simon Bolivar, it was, by hu 
man prudence eipeeted, that peace would a_aJD 
assume its reign in the expanse of this conti 
Dent; that faithless passions would yield tbc 
ground so basely occupied by them, to reason, 
justice,truth and other forgotten or unheeded 
virtues ; and ihat the direful retrospect of past 
calamities would prove a most eloquent lemon 
in instructing us to avoid new evils, new follies, 
and new epochs of tears and blond. 


Happily the cardinal motives had disappear 


ed, which until then were offered np to the 
world as a justification of the disturbances sus- 
citated in these quarters, it was no longer the 
despotic Ferdinand, seated on the throna of 
both Spams, or an arbitrary power which dis- 
posed of the fate of the Spaniards, it was the 
ConstilUlienal Ferdinand, who spontaneously 
bad cast aside so odious a sway, and given to 
the law its full-majesty and force. 
Tbe Spa- 


nish monarchy already extended over the whole 
surface of tbe globe, was no longer a concate 
nation of slaves. 
The Spaniards were already 


free, they had already entered into the enjoy- 
ment of th« imperious laws of natore, and lift. 
cd up their, eyes justly sparkling with pride, to 
view so many different people, who formerly 
held them in contempt, now suddenly astonish- 
ed and surprised at th°ir elevation, their l¡. 
&erty and their knowledge, beholding them 
with deference and envying their happiness.— 
America was no longer a 
set of mixed Colo- 


nies, obnojnous to the caprice or to the pas- 
sions ofrulers, who on the vast distance of the 
supreme power, founded their impunity. 
The 


offsprings of Columbus and the Aborigine race 
Were no longer governed by different funda- 
mental laws, ncr were, all the Spaniards of both 
hemispheres any thing else than one family, 
wl)3 had just acquired the eternal and absolute 
boon of the inviolable rights of property» of ci- 
vil liberty, and of personal safely. 
It was under these circumstances that my 


predecessor, faithfully adhering to the concia 
sive orders of H M. addressed himself to 11. E 
the president of the government of Colombia 
With proposals for a reconciliation in the man 
ner prescribed to him, which, however, were 
disregarded a» not being founded upon the ac- 
knowledgment of the independence of his go- 
vernment, whereto we had no fseulties, while 
other proposals for the establishment of an ar- 
mistice, and for the dispatching of commission- 
ers by the respective governments to tbc cabi. 
net of Madrid, with such pretensions as they 
tmight deern convenient, were alike unattended 
to. 
The negocia' ions at Cuenta in August last 


were no other than these, which have since 
been made known to the whole world. 


The hopes justly conceived by my predecessor, 


t«> restore the long lost peace and tranquillity 


within these territories having thus vanished, no 
other resource was now left to him than lo pre- 
pare himselffor the campaign ; bul when orders 
were transmitted to all the bodies of the army, 
who had already put themselves in motion for 
the onset, 11. E. the president officially address- 
ed him from Cucuta on ihe 21st September, in- 
viting him to new conferences of a pacific na- 
ture, While undet specious pretexts, Ihe latter 
advancing his marches, operated contrary to the 
end hy him proposed. 


My predecessor, however, was bound to «bey 


tbe orders of H M. this was his primary duty ; 
no means were to be overlooked which could 
restore 
to this country the happiness sha lost, 


and this was hisfirst wish. 
Hence, the meeting 


which took place 
at Truxillo, and which was 


not to treat of peace, but merely to suspend the 
war while the commissioners of H. E. the pre- 
sident, should proceed to Ihe court of Madrid, 
there to lay their claims and pretensions before 
tbe supreme government of the nation, who 
could alone pronounce definitively thereupon. 
H. E. was well aware that my predecessor was 
not invested with faculties lo that effect, and it 
was under the assurance of that principle, that 
the treaty of tbe armistice was ratified, the tex- 
ture whereof suffices at ouce to confirm these 
facts. 


My predecessor shortly after sailed for Eu 


rope, and by order of (he king, I took the com- 
mand of this heroic army. 
My first cares were, 


nat to deviate one point from the will of H. M. 
nor from that line of frankness, generosity and 
good faith which he had steadfastly pursued, 
but to sacrifice in their behalf, and for the wel- 
fare of these people whatever difficulties should 
arise in my way, as long as these were not of- 
fensive to the national decorum and dignity.— 
Above all I had sacredly and inviolably pledged 
myself not to infringe the treaty even in its most 
insignificant part. 
And public matters were 


thus, when H Ë. the president wrote the fol- 
lowing letter lo my predecessor already on his 
way to Europe. 


" Barinas, lilh December, 1820. 


"My dearfriend.—U u three of four days 


[ since I arrived heie, with a view to form a bri 
'gads of 2000 men under the commad ef colonel 
;Plaza. 
The inhabitants of this place, as you 


'know, are miserable both in regard to barracks 
and provisions; this I hold it indispensable to 
divide ths troops from Barinas as far as Lucia, 
along the shores of Santo Domingo. 
I will not 


removethese men toApure.where they would en- 
dare an absolute scarcity af bread, 
and am 


therefore determined to leave a battalion in this 
city with col. Plaza, both for placing him in 
the centre of the line occupied by his army, and 
for the commaoications which may occur with 
Guanara. 
The infraction of the armistice in 


this rasped is trifling, as it detracts nothing 
from the security of the troops of tbe fifth di 
vision of your army ; it is one and the same to 
h-.ve a battaJien more or less here, or at Toru- 
nos, or at Quebradaseca. 


" This city, besides, lacks protection, some 


what to raise its head from its ancient ruins,and 
some such effect can enly be produced by means 
of troops, provisions, money and a good chief. 
However, if you deem unaduseablethe station- 
ing of a bftltalioo in this city, please impart it 
to col. Plaz», who bas orders forthwith to with- 
draw the same. 


" Now let os speak of a still more important 


matter. 
I cannot send deputies to Spain, «mil 


the Congress be established at Cucuta, which 
"ill take place in all tbe month of January, as 
I know not on what conditions Congress will 
be willing to treai with the Spanish government, 
on which head it ought indispensably to be con- 
sultad ; and before all this can be brought to ef- 
fect, we will be losing time and fruitlessly c* 
baasting ourselves in keeping troops, whose num- 
ber on both sides is excessive. 
Such a procras- 


tination is likely to be perjudicial to us, for if at 
the end of the armistice our affairs remain un 
settled, we will 
have to commence hostilities. 


This consideration prompts me to enjoin you, 
to address the Cortes on the expediency either 
of their sending out plenipotentiaries, or of au- 
thorizing the generals and chiefs who reside 
here ¡a. Venezuela, to treat with as and terror 
nate at once our differences. 
Yon will observe 


that the Spanish government will obtain far 
greater advantage from its conferences with 
our government here, Iban from oor commis- 
sioners there. 
It is not strange that a govern 


ment reserves for itself thefaculty of conceding 
that, which it would not attempt to entrust with 
any of its envoys abroad : strange indeed it were, 
to act in a contrary direction. It is with the 
purest candor that I communicate this my sen- 
timent to you. which you are at liberty to turn 
to tbe best purpose, satisfied that if we go to 
await ihe result ofour commissioners, Ihe busi 
ness will be extraordinarily protracted, and per- 
haps unavailing. 


(Aftet a few eompiimentary lines regarding 


Morillo'» approaching marriage, _c. he conti- 
nues thus :) 


" I now think ofreturning to Cucuta, to ac- 


telerate the installation of Congress, and toad- 
minister to any differences which may occur at 
Nueva Granada, and Maraoaybo,respecting the 
armistice,&c. 
BOLIVAR." 


"To Sr 
Don Pablo Morillo." 


It was by no means difficult to perceive that 


the new means proposed by H E. the president, 
was contrary to the spirit of the armistice, and 
nat calculated on a solid basis to terminate the 
disturbances of this wasted country, aor difficult 
to descry that the frankness and sincerity,which 
bad been the device of my predecessor were 
withal involved- Oa the other hand, insignifi- 


cantas might appear the stationing ofa bttttal'o6 
in the city of Barinas, it was still an öpep irf- 
fraction of the f*th article of the treaty, and I 
ought not, could nut relax from my principles; 
thereby giving to these penple the least éjtfcilej 
ment to doubt the sanie, arid exposing the fula 
filment of our ratified transactions. 
I would 


not deviate from the track pointed oof by jus- 
tice, yet I woüld not fail in the object of* arriving 
at the temple of peace; and forgetting the spi- 
rit which was manifested in the evasion of send- 
ing the commissioners to Europe, 1immediately 
replied to II E the president as follows : 


(The letter allut'ed to, is dated Caracas, 24ih 


December, 1820, and says among other things :) 


" 1 perceive your suggestion, respecting the 


necessity of establishing a battalion in the city 
of Carinas, under the com mand ol colonel Pla- 
za, as being unavoidable by the citcumßtancei 
of the country. 
You knew full well, as 
1 do, 


that tlirt inhabitants, after such a desolating 
war, must heeds 
be apprehensive ; and 
sini-.e 


this heavenly armistice 
lias revived 
Ihe confi- 


dence which was so absolutely lest, it is highly 
necessary lo support, and foster, and give ihe 
same all possible vigor. 
The peeple who dweil 


under our government would look upon this 
breach iherenf, which they would greatly mag- 
nify, ac a moti«e of mistrust, a motive certainly 
foreign to your sentiments,»unjastly applied on 
their part, and painful to infe, both for the dis- 
pleasure which 
any suspicion, however unjust 


might cause you, and for ihe necessity under 
which I would be to countenance, even the in- 
justice of an opinion ; you are equally convinced 
with nic, how awkwaid is the situation of a 
commander, who must not only act well, but be 
scrupulous how aad in what manner he acts well. 


" I havetherefoie thought it meet, convenient 


and even necessary, to address this day an offi- 
cial despatch to colonel Plaza, manifesting the 
necessity of bis withdrawing the battalion, and 
leaving in the city of Harinas the force alone! 
provided for in the armistice. 


[Respecting the commissioners, he says] 
"Believe me, my friend, the departure of 


your commissioners to treat with a government 
as just and liberal as ever was, and whereof no 
just conception can be formed at a distance, it 
not to be dispensed With. 
These men, will 
a- 


chieve mors being in Madrid, in one day, than 
we here in a month, while it appears evident 
that 
no time of any consideration Would be 


thereby lost, as tha commissioners, even if they 
sail hence as late as in tbe middle of February'; 
will not employ a greater lapse of time, than

, Several documentsof very great importance 
pave been received from the continent. 
The 


first we shall notice is the Portuguese Consti- 
tution made in eight days, and for which re 
mail-able occurrence, the world is called open, 
to offer its gratulations. The British Consti- 
tution has been the work of as many centuries 
as the other has been of day's, yet the former, it 
is said, is not perfect, while the other concocted 
by n.) better materials or Workmen is to be bail- 
fed as the dawn of perfection. 
In this Constitu- 


tion a few things strikes us, First, that in tbe 
v hurry of copying" they omitted to state what 
was to be the national religion—Second, " The 
king can neither call, prolong, nor dissolve the 
assembly called the Cortes."—Third, The Cor- 
tés, and thé Cortes only, can change the Con- 
stitution or make alterations in it, though hot 
ttll the end of/o«» years—Fourth, " The bish- 
ops shall have the censorship of writing on re- 
ligious dogmas and morality, and the govern 
thent tbe means to punish the delinquents ," that 
is, those who dispute the authority of the Roman 
Catholic religion, are to be denounced tö the 
government by their accusers. 
Thus, an 
as- 


sembly is constituted, with Whose sittings the 
throne cannot interfere. 
Does stich a system 


bear any semblance of liberty ; is it not religi- 
ons tyranny and political anarchy " 
However, 


lis it was made in eight days, tbe same instru- 
ments may unmake it in one. 
The next documents deserving attention are, 


ás far as we have received, First, The note of 
ihe Russian minister of foreign affairs to the 
Russian minister at Naples, regarding the state 
óf that ttingdom and, Second, The resolution of 
the extraordinary parliament convoked in that 
city. 
In the present state ofItaly and ofEurope, 


the affairs of Which are daily becoming more 
serious and alarming, these state papers are of 
the very first consequence. 
We wish to direct 
ib,e public attention to them, in order to pre 
paré their minds for the events which these tos 
clearly forebode. 
to the first, we aré distinctly informed, that 


tnerevolution in Naples isnot an" isolated act," 
out brought about for tbe express purposa of 
'*"■overturning the order abd tranquility of Ita- 
ly." 
The greatpowers, scarcely recoVei-ed from 


the consequences of tbe " many disasters" arid 
'* great eaertiena," which they had been Oom 
pelled to make and to bear. " found In it tbc 
sastie spirit of turbulence «nd disorder Which 
_ad so long desolated the world*, which unfdr 
tonalely had sprung ap again in more than one 
èodntry in Europe, under a form, perhaps, less 
terrible at first sight than it appeared in ftirmei 
limes, but more essentially dangerous to* the 
Maintenance of social order." 
Such a revolu- 
tion lian produce, it is said, *' nothing bat Snar- 
cKy and military despotism.** 
We shall he 


happy if the Neapolitan government caa clear 
themselves from these serious charges ; if they 
cahoot; they aré clearly in the wrong. 
They 


fciay te model their own government as they 
please, but they have no right to re-model to 
their liking and circumstances, every 
govern 


feient in Eurepe. 
lo the second document wë are informed that 


the government of Naples " cannot agree to 
any of the propositions communicated to it" on 
the part of the allied sovereigus, and, in short, 
that it considers itself," in the midst of war." 
Under these circumstances, they decree *' as 
enemies to their country," all those who may 
endeavour to divert the national sentiment, by 
promoting systems different to the present Con- 
stitution," and that it is the duty of "all citi- 
_ei)l to conciliate new friends, or to confiim 
tbe old." For this purpose they further decree 
"' that the nation affords an asylum to »H fo 
feigners banished from their country on account 
of liberal opinions;" and declare, " that U is 
BÖt on the people of Europe that they make 
War." 
It might have been dangerous to have 


spoken aut plainer at this moment, but we con 
fceive this decree, to ose the expieasive words of 
lord Holland on aaotheir occasies to be * ' euß 
afine sanie titter" as the famous decree of the 
of the French convention in 1792, which even 
sir James Macintosh, the other day, admitted 
Was a sufficient cause for war against France 
atthat period. 


We therefore considerthe dieas cast add War 


inevitable. 
The consequences may prove most 


"¡¿tensiva and deplorable. 
Europe is in *> sad 


feverish 
state. 
The focus of the mischief is 


in France. 
Too cunning to stir tbenlselves, 


Which would have justlybrought united Europe 
On their beads, they put forth Naples as their

to divide Europe, to undermine the 


outworks of the citadel, and to leave them, 
should t„e other prove Successful, to storm thé 
tit adel itself.

OUr fears may be vain, bat, the more we think 
on the present state of Europe the more ws 
are appiehensive that, owing is her own lenity 
and carelessness, her troubles are not over, and 
that ihe tire which consumed hér and covered 
millions with misery and with mourning, yet 
fexisis it fearful strength, and is upon the point 
oí bursting forth and spreading with a fury 
which will appal the boldest and awaken the 
attention af the most thoughtless. There it 


indeed, as earl Liverpool so forcibly expressed, 
two apposite extremes in Europe. 
The one is 


under the cant phrase of liberty to revolutionise 
every established government, and while such 
exists; it is obvious another extreme must exist 
also. 
The conflict between 
them 
must be 


dreadful. 
One or the other must fall. 
Both 


cannot exist. 


From the foreign, papers, it appears, that the 


Neapolitans are already beginning to reap the 
fruits ofrevolution.
